Twenty-five years ago young Margaret Bourke- 
White started to work as the only staff photog- 
rapher on the new magazine Fortune. There 
she became famous as one of the finest indus- 
trial photographers alive. Seven years later 
Miss Bourke-White was one of four photog- 
raphers on the staff of the new magazine LIFE 
on whose staff she is today. In her 25 years at 
Time Inc., Bourke-White has become a legen- 
dary figure in photography—not alone for the 
extraordinary quality of her pictures, but for 
the lengths she goes to in order to get them. 

She has been eight miles in the air in a B-47 
jet bomber and two miles in the earth in an 
African gold mine. She was the first woman to 
fly with the U.S. Air Force on a combat mis- 
sion. She has been shot at in the air in Italy, 
sniped at in Korea and torpedoed off North 
Africa and, so far as she can calculate, has trav- 
eled a million miles in 45 countries for pictures.

One of the most remarkable things about Swaps, 
aside from the way he got out in front of nine 
very fast horses and stayed there to win the 
Kentucky Derby, is his soft-spoken, soft-heart- 
ed Mormon trainer, “Mesh” Tenney. Actually, 
Tenney is part owner of Swaps and other horses 
in the stable of boyhood chum Rex Ellsworth. 
But being an extremely modest and religious 
man, he prefers to be known only as trainer. 

For three weeks at Churchill Downs, Tenney 
and Swaps shared the same stall. Tenney took 
no hotel room in Louisville. Instead he just 
bedded down on the straw while Swaps, who 
snores like a horse really enjoying his sleep, lay 
there beside him. Swaps, trying to get more 
comfy, often snuggled his head on Tenney’s 
chest. “You've got no idea how heavy a horse’s 
head is,’ winced the trainer. “Sometimes | had 
to wake him up and get him off me.” 

Tenney has always been considerate of the 
horse’s whims. “Some trainers yank a horse 
around like he was a bulldog or an outlaw,’ 
says Tenney. “You've got to be gentle with a 
race horse. If a horse does wrong, set him right 
and make him stay that way.” 

Tenney’s tender handling has made Swaps 
sort of an equestrian Fer dinand. He is one of 
the gentlest and most mild-mannered horses 
in many a Derby. Visitors who came to Barn 
10 got a friendly sniffing over. Even Tenney 
himself expressed doubts that Swaps was a 
tough and experienced enough horse to stand 
up against wealthy William Woodward Jr.’s 
favored Nashua and Mrs. John W. Galbreath’s 
Summer Tan. “He hasn’t raced enough yet,” 
complained Tenney just two nights before the 
Derby. “It takes the fastest horse in the world 
quite a while to get used to the excitement.” 
He also must develop a keen, competitive spirit. 
“Swaps, shrugged Tenney, “‘still likes to eat 
and sleep more than he likes to race.” 

The fact that Swaps is still pretty casual 
about his racing had nothing todo with Tenney’s 
refusal to bet on him in the Derby. “I never 
bet,” said Tenney. “I'll just put Swaps out 
there and Jet him run. Maybe he'll do it.”

IN SAIGON PALACE 


Bao Dai’s general tries to take over in Vietnam 


For one amazing night in Saigon’s Doc Lap (Freedom) Palace, the un- 
folding history of South Viemam read like a lurid melodrama. Outside, 
large sections of the city lay in smoking ruins, the battleheld on which 
Premier Ngo Dinh Diem’s government had fought out its right to rule 
against the army of the Binh Xuyen sect (Lire, May 9). Into the palace 
came General Nguyen Van Vy, inspector general of the army and an 
enemy of Diem. He carried orders from Bao Dai, chief of state in exile, 
that he take command of the army from Diem’s chief of staff. 

As Vy waited smiling and confident in Diem’s office, word of his 
mission flashed through the wreckage-strewn streets. From city hall a 
revolutionary committee sent an armed and angry delegation to the pal- 
ace demanding that Bao Dai be deposed and a new government formed. 
Confronted by this delegation, Vy crumpled. 

In the dramatic series of pictures on these pages Lire photographer 
Howard Sochurek, wandering through the palace and public buildings, 
shows what happened in the wild confusions of Saigon on that night.

EDITORIALS 


The chaotic situation in South Vietnam has suddenly taken on 
the classic outlines of a nationalist revolution (see pp. 48-50). 
Every son, daughter and even distant admirer of the Ameri- 
can Revolution should be overjoyed and learn to shout, if not 
to pronounce, “Hurrah for Ngo Dinh Diem!” 

We should keep our fingers crossed, of course. Diem’s task, 
which is just beginning, looks more complicated than George 
Washington’s. He has not one enemy but several: the Com- 
munists, the French, the Binh Xuyen gangsters and probably 
others lurking in the rice fields, to say nothing of the back- 
wardness of his own people. He has but half a country, bi- 
sected by last summer’s Geneva treaty and swamped by more 
refugees (nearly a million) than ever fled from Communism 
across so narrow a border in so short a time. He is surrounded 
by inexperience (including his own), corruption (of which he 
at least is free) and intrigue. He has the added handicap of 
owing his title of premier to the absurd and absent Bao Dai, 
his tottering “chief of state.”” But Diem’s political assets, if 
he can use them right, are just what his country needs. 

“The Asian,” says Carlos Romulo of the Philippines, “has 
been rendered deaf and blind to the Communist menace by 
his determination that the White Man shall not rule again.” 
Like Romulo himself, Ngo Dinh Diem is a conspicuous ex- 
ception to this rule. He is a Roman Catholic and a simon-pure 
Vietnam nationalist, thus doubly proof against Communist

force or blandishments. But although he grew up in the 
French colonial service, he is equally free of the French 
taint. By defying the French and defeating their favorite 
racketeers (the Binh Xuyen) in battle, he has now established 
his credentials as a popular leader. Said a French official last 
week, “I don’t like the man, but [ have seen a master politi- 
cian at work these last few days.” 

Diem’s growing strength immensely simplifies the task of 
U.S. diplomacy in Saigon. That task is, or should be, simply 
to back Diem to the hilt. Our special ambassador in Saigon, 
“Lightnin’ Joe” Collins, appears to have wobbled a bit when 
the question arose last week whether Diem should cut loose 
from Bao Dai or not. The French and British, for their own 
obscure reasons. have argued that Bao Dai should be propped 
up a bit longer on his papier-maché throne. Collins briefly 
bought their argument that Bao Dai represents a needed 
“legitimacy.” 

If Bao Dai did represent “‘legitimacy” he might be worth 
saving, for Diem and his war-torn country need “all the peace 
props they can get. But legitimacy is not as simple as all that. 
In a country struggling to shed French imperialism while 
resisting the Communist variety, the only stamp of legiti- 
macy that can help keep a government in power is the stamp 
of nationalism and independence. Not Bao Dai but Diem is 
beginning to give his government that stamp. Good luck to it! 


REVOLUTION IN THE U.S. 


In many ways those of us now passing middle age have within 
our lifetime experienced a greater advance in our material stand- 
ard of living ... than occurred in all the previous centuries of 
Western history. 

This striking statement sums up the import of 1,148 pages 
of the Twentieth Century Fund’s new monumental study, 
America’s Needs and Resources. The change suggests to A. A. 
Berle Jr. (in his introduction to the survey) that the U.S. 
“has not merely climbed to a new plateau but is ascending 
heights whose upper limit is not yet measurable, and at an 
accelerated rate of speed.”’ One might wish that old Henry 
Adams could be here to see it, for as long ago as 1900 he was 
predicting such acceleration, noting that energy, which New- 
ton and others had thought was limited, is really inexhaust- 
ible, and that the “new American,’ as the world’s master 
technologist, must be “the child of incalculable coal power, 
chemical power, electric power and radiating energy, as well 
as of new forces yet undetermined. .. .”” He would not have 
been surprised at such developments as these: 
>» One U.S. worker today with power tools turns out as much 
in a 40-hour week as three men in 1850 could produce working 
a 70-hour week. 
> In 1850 almost two thirds of all U.S. energy was muscle 
power, human or animal; in 1950, less than 2%. 

Moreover, as Henry Adams foresaw and as the survey 
affirms, this fantastic growth keeps accelerating. By 1960, the 
survey predicts, the U.S. will have 177 million people, 69 
million jobs, a 36.5 hour week, an average income of $6,180 
per household, a gross national product of $413.5 billion (up 
29% from 1950). If our productivity keeps rising, 100 years 
hence a day’s work of seven hours can equal today’s output of 
a 40-hour week. If H-bomb energy can be somehow harnessed, 
the power in a cubic mile of sea water would supply 1950's 
rate of energy needs for 300 centuries. And despite the furious 
rate at which we chew up raw materials, technology keeps 
increasing the supply—e.g., the greater energy yield from coal 
makes the power potentials of present reserves actually greater 


than those of a half century ago despite the 23 billion tons 
burned up since. 

Why did the U.S., rather than some other country, become 
the master technologist, producing almost half the world’s 
factory goods with less than 7% of its population? Fate, 
thought, politics and geography all played a part. A hybrid 
population, “spreading rapidly over a new continent,”’ created 
“a political and social climate favorable to invention and 
innovation, to the growth of individual enterprise, to the 
willingness to take risks and invest capital.” It was due not 
least to America’s social fluidity, the absence of an aristo- 
cratic attitude toward trade as an occupation. Thus “of all the 
great industrial nations, the one that clings most tenaciously 
to private capitalism has come closest to the socialist goal of 
providing abundance for all in a classless society.”’ This legacy 
has given us “‘a level of material well-being which is beyond 
even the comprehension of the vast majority of the world’s 
people.” 

But for that very reason, one must add, it has given us even 
greater responsibility. For if America can liberate man with 
machines, it will have to use more of its growing wealth and 
strength for two purposes that cannot be trusted to fate alone. 

One is the quality and proportion of our own civilization. 
Our great gains in income have been paralleled by a failure to 
meet the nation’s needs in schools and roads and medical 
care. The latter, the survey predicts, will be our greatest single 
shortage by 1960, 

There is the much bigger problem of the rest of the world, 
especially its “backward” areas. The problem there is not 
one of sharing the results of our wealth, but its causes; 
not of voting enough dollars for foreign aid (although we 
are not voting enough), but of making them effective. A 
law partner of the late Senator Taft, John Hollister, has 
just been named to administer the government end of this 
program. If he is in any doubt of the possibility that men 
can be gradually liberated from their age-old slavery of toil, 
he would do well to read America’s Needs and Resources.

TAKES A WIFE 


Hussein weds intellectual cousin 


As his subjects jammed the rooftops, balconies 
and streets of Amman, Jordan’s King Hussein, 
about to turn 20, took for his bride a handsome 
distant cousin, Princess Dina Abdul Hamid. 
Respecting Moslem tradition, which minimizes 
womans ability to manage her own affairs, 
Princess Dina—who at 26 has a master’s de- 
gree from Cambridge and has taught English 
literature at Cairo University—staved out of 
sight while the marriage contract was signed. 
Then the bride and groom drove in separate 
corteges through mobs of giddy well-wishers 
as desert warriors thumped on goatskin drums 
and an Arab band droned shrilly on bagpipes. 

For so young a monarch the adulation was 
reassuring. Hussein was a schoolboy in Eng- 
land nearly three years ago when his father, 
King Talal, became mentally incompetent and 
was deposed. Called home, the boy formally 
became king on his 18th birthday. Although 
addicted in the past to fast sports cars and air- 
planes, Hussein began his marriage with a ma- 
ture decision. Seconded by his intellectual 
bride, he channeled all wedding gifts of money 
into a fund for refugees and national guard.

Long-delayed peace comes closer, 


long-held prisoners are released 


[In Vienna the Russians were showing that they 
meant what they had been Sa} ing about coming 
to terms on Austria. Having promised Chan- 
eellor Julius Raab last month that they were 
ready to sign the six-year-old Austrian treaty, 
they came to a conterence ot ambassadors and 
proceeded to speed the agreement. 

The West objected to a Russian demand that 
\ustria urge East European refugees to return 
to their homelands. The Russians dropped the 
demand. The Austrians wanted an army larger 
than the 53,000-man force set up in the treaty. 
The Russians thought that too was all right. 
It was clear that if the Russians kept agreeing 
in this manner the treaty would soon be set 
for signing. 

The Russians even gave concrete tokens of 
their new amiabilitv. From slave labor camps 
they sent back the first of some 700 Austrians 
imprisoned in Siberia. Austrians rejoiced as 
their freed countrymen climbed off a train and 
into the arms of waiting relatives (below). 

The Russians had lost their battle against 
West German rearmament in France. Now they 
were trying to win it in Austria by fiving that 
country all the things that West Germany 
wants so much—a united nation and the re- 
lease of its prisoners. This, they hoped, would 
convince Germans that they could get more out 
of dealing with the Russians and staying neu- 
tralist than by building up their own strength.

Orient’s style takes over in U.S. fashion and gives it a gaudy, faraway look 


U.S.-STYLE SARI is worn (center) to formal opening of current exhibit of old 
and new Indian textiles and decorations at New York’s Museum of Modern Art, 


The beauty and style of the Orient, which have tantalized and attracted 
Americans since the days of the old China traders, are now being deliv- 
ered almost intact to the U.S. and, as a result, this season's fashions are 
being taken over by a new faraway look. With sari dresses, mandarin col- 
lars, happi coats (see cover), the Orient is having more effect on American 
dress than any new influence since Italy broke into the field in 1951, 
The East has been inching up on the U.S. for several years. A Hong 
Kong firm started sending ready-made clothes to U.S. stores. An ex-OSS 
man in Bangkok began shipping rich Thailand silks. An enterprising 
Hindu businessman is now mass-producing hand-woven fabrics for U.S. 
mass producers of dresses. The whole movement culminated last month 
when New York’s Museum of Modern Art, whose past shows have had a 
historic effect on style, used its whole main floor to exhibit Indian textiles. 
Businessmen on both sides of the Pacific have mutually organized— 
but not exploited—native labor and materials, and have supplied the 
means for efficient, profitable export. U.S. imports of saris in January, 
February and March, for instance, total $150,000, nearly twice the figure 
for all of last year. Despite the increase the direct import of goods from 
the Orient does not dent the $15 billion domestic clothing industry, 
but supplies new ideas to American manufacturers who never left home.

fastenings, Because of the U.S. embargo on 
‘goods from Communist China, the raw silk 
comes from Japan but is woven and made up 
in Hong Kong. Yukata cotton, which Japanese 
use for bathrobes, is imported for such West- 
ern fashions as sheath dresses (top, right) and 
shorts. The company already exports to 185 
stores in 41 states. 

Some clothes can be brought in just as they 
were made for home consumption and are 
simply given a new slant for U.S. customers. 
The Japanese happi coat (right), the ancient 
trademark of carpenters, plasterers and fish- 
mongers, is never worn by women in Japan.

THAILAND GLOW 


From the country of fairy-tale architecture, gilded dancers and flamboy- 
ant color come exotic silks which glow like Thailand itself. Used primari- 
ly in high-priced fashions, the fabric retails for $16 to $27 a yard but is 
so rich that a little goes a long way. Stoles, men’s ties and fancy vests 
in this rarefied fabric flaunt shocking color mixtures—mustard lined up 
with indigo blue, or pinks intermingled with poison greens. Somehow 
they make plaids and stripes look as they never have before. 

Thai silk is produced in Bangkok under the direction of an American, 
James Thompson, a former architect who went to Thailand with the OSS 
during the war. Struck by the beauty of the fabrics, he found a wan- 
ing cottage industry where workers were weaving only enough for their 
families’ needs. He stayed on to organize their output. Native silk and 
ancient looms create the fabric’s uneven texture. Although its quality 
cannot be duplicated, these strong pastel plaids are leading this season's 
inexpensive homegrown cottons down the gaudy path_of Oriental style.

Tracing a little dog’s odyssey from the day she strays away from her 
indifferent master to her triumph as an acrobat on the vaudeville stage, 
the movie is unpretentious and charming.

Each spring, as the days have lengthened and the earth 
warms, the cheerless ponds, dead fields and silent woods come 
alive with color and with song. Furtive or far distant dur- 
ing fall and winter, birds noisily announce that their nesting 
time has come. Amid the new greens, males imprudently pa- 
rade their brightest feathers. From weaving swans to leaping 
sandhill cranes, they engage in the acrobatics of courtship, 

During nesting time they are equally active, searching for 


twigs, foraging about for food or standing watchfully on 
guard. When the eggs hatch, the parents fly excitedly about, 
calling to each other, as one by one new voices pipe up in the 
fields and marshes. ‘Then, as spring moves imperceptibly to- 
ward summer, the voices deepen and the young birds venture 
forth for the first time alone. Following the birds in spring, 
Lire’s Alfred Eisenstaedt traveled some 6.900 miles over 
the U.S. to photograph the intimate scenes on these pages.

Iron rules and endless checks 


protect vaccine in production 


hy RALPH GRAVES 


T will be six to eight weeks before the National Institutes of Health 
f reports on the polio vaccine which was withdrawn from use after 
29 children inoculated with it contracted the disease (Lire, May 9). 
This vaccine was all produced by one laboratory. Meanwhile, as the 
inoculation program continues with vaccine produced by other firms, 
anxious parents can find reassurance in the elaborate safety devices 
used and tests made during production as well as afterward. 

All manufacturers of the vaccine are required to follow the same 
time-consuming, painstakingly careful procedures laid down by the 
National Institutes of Health of Bethesda, Md., the principal research 
arm of the U.S. Public Health Service. ““We’ve certainly taken more 
precautions to make this vaccine safe than for any other vaccine in 
history,” a spokesman for Eli Lilly and Company remarked to me 
when I visited their Indianapolis laboratories to talk to the men re- 
sponsible for the 3,114,900 shots that Lilly has shipped out so far. 
Most of the Lilly vaccine has gone to the South where polio gets an

early start, and as of the first of the month, four cases of polio had 
been tentatively reported among children who got Lilly vaccine. But 
one of the cases had polio symptoms before the shot was given, and 
another had symptoms the day after the shot, long before the vaccine 
could have reached the nervous system. In the other two cases the 
children might easily have caught polio by normal exposure before the 
shots were given, or even after, but before they had time to take effect. 

In any event, the Lilly people are confident that all their 3,114,900 
shots—not just 3,114,896 shots—were safe. They have good rea- 
sons for confidence. 

The reasons begin with the hospital-like conditions under which 
the vaccine is made. A separate building is used exclusively for manu- 
facture of the vaccine and everyone who enters that building must 
wear a protective white coat. The men and women who do the actual 
processing must wear surgical masks, caps and gloves, not so much to 
protect themselves as to protect the vaccine from contamination.

Each of the crucial steps must be performed with sterile instru- 
ments in sterile, no-admittance cubicles. Each time the liquid is 
transferred from one container to another, the sterilizing flame of 
a Bunsen burner passes over the equipment, and a bottle of virus: 
killing formaldehyde is at hand for emergencies. Whenever a piece 
of equipment is brought into one of these cubicles it is wiped thor- 
oughly with a formald ehyde-soaked cloth, both on the way in and 
on the way out. 

But these iron rules are merely external safety controls. The real 
safety rules are built into the making of the vaccine and the tests 
performed on it. As long as these manufacturing and testing rules 
are scrupulously obeyed by scrupulous men, “then the vaccine 
must be safe. 

The vaccine must be free not only from live polio virus but from 
all other possible agents of infection. As soonas the carrying medium 
which eventually “becomes the vaccine has been loaded with the 
virus, samples of it are injected into guinea pigs (which are not 
susc eptible to polio) to see if any tuberculosis germs are present, 
and into rabbits (also not susceptible to polio) to see if virus “B,” 
an obscure infection caused by a monkey bite, is present. Only a 
tiny handful of cases of virus “B” have ever been reported in 
humans but rarity is not a scientific guarantee of safety, so the 
rabbit tests are made. 

The key step in the making of the Salk vaccine is the inactiva- 
tion or killing of live polio virus by formaldehyde. This is the step 
that converts a deadly liquid into a protective vaccine. Formalde- 
hyde is such a powerful weapon against the polio virus that only 
1 cc. of a solution is enough to kill all the virus in 4,000 cc. of 
virus mixture, but the formaldehyde cannot be simply dumved 
into the tank and stirred around. It must touch and inactivate 
every single drop of the mixture. The virus mixture and the for- 
maldehyde solution are therefore pumped simultaneously in jet- 
like pulses into an elaborate contraption called a heat exchange 
tube where the mixing takes place a few drops at a time, slowly, 
evenly, under great agitation and at a constant temperature. If the 
temperature were too low, the killing would not take place proper- 
ly; if it were too high, the mixture would lose its power. A delicate 
recording instrument writes down the temperature every step of 
the way. 

Once the formaldehyde has been added, the virus begins to die 
at such a rate that if there were 10 million thriving particles at the 
moment of inactivation, only one would be left alive at the end of 
three days. This is a known, tested, predictable fact. But known, 
tested, predictable facts are not taken for granted. All through the 
three-day period, samples are taken and studied microscopically to 
make certain that the virus is really dying at the proper rate. Al- 
though only one out of 10 million particles is still alive after only 
three days, the inactivating period is continued usually for 12 or 14 
days. Right up to the end microscopes are trained on the samples.

considered vaccine, but it is a vaccine against only one of the three 
strains of polio. The vaccine against each strain is made separately 
and carefully tagged—a green tag for one, yellow for the second, 
white for the third. Once the vaccine is “‘killed”’ it is processed and 
‘stored under refrigeration in a completely separate area from the 
live virus liquid. Live’ virus workers do not handle killed vaccine, 
and workers on killed virus do not handle the live mixture. 

Not until the three vaccines have been pooled do they get the 
‘pink tag of the final, three-in-one vaccine, but before they can be 
‘pooled, more tests are made. Twenty different samples are taken 
from each batch of each one-strain vaccine and tested for bacteria 
or fungus. This sterility test has nothing to do with polio; it is just 
an added precaution against some other form of contamination. 

Then comes the most sensitive test of all, the “tissue culture” 
test. This is the place where any defect in the vaccine would be 
‘most likely to appear. For every 1,000 cubic centimeters (about a 
quart) of vaccine at least | cc. is drawn out as a sample and put in 
a bottle containing living monkey kidney cells, Monkey kidneys 
are violently susceptible to all forms of polio, and if there are any 
live polio viruses still implausibly lurking in the vaccine, they will 
seize on the kidney cells and destroy them. 

To give these theoretical survivors the best possible chance to 
work, the bottles are kept at 95°F, which stimulates virus growth, 
for seven days and watched both visually and microscopically. At 

the end of that time still smaller samples are drawn from the 
bottles, put in test tubes and “encouraged” still further by being 
incubated for seven more days on slowly rotating drums, still at 
95°. Then the tubes are removed from the drums and studied 
under a microscope. The polio virus attacks a cell in a very distine- 
tive way, first ballooning the cell, then exploding it, and this action 
can be detected at once under a microscope. If there is any cell 
damage remotely resembling the action of polio, the liquid is added 
to a blood serum which has been made immune to polio. If the cell 
damage is stopped by the serum then it is known that live polio 
virus was present and the batch is thrown out. 

This tissue culture test is remarkably sensitive. Still, just to 
make extra sure, the whole test tube process is repeated a second 
time and the cells studied again. ‘Man,” a lab worker said proudly, 

e test this stuff to death.” 

If all three strains of vaccine have passed all these tests com- 
pletely—if any question is raised by anybody, back it goes for 
retesting and possible rejection—the three completely pure strains 
are pooled in a big stainless-steel tank. Each strain was pure when 
it went into the tank, the tank itself was sterile, and the pooling 
took place under absolutely sterile conditions. But another step 
has taken place and a new mixture now exists, so the sensitive 
tissue culture test is done all over again just as thoroughly as 
before. One cc. out of every 1,000 again goes through bottle and 
test tube and microscope. This is proven vaccine—almost. 

Monkeys, like humans, get polio, so monkeys are given the 
vaccine as tests for both potency and safety. In the potency test 
for each batch of vaccine 12 monkeys get three 1 cc. injections 
of vaccine, exactly the same shots ihat children get. One week

after the final shot, blood samples are taken from the monkeys 
and the blood is separated and analyzed to make sure that it has 
built up enough antibodies to give immunity against each of the 
three strains of polio. 

In the safety test 12 rhesus and six cynomolgus monkeys get 
injections. T he rhesus monkeys get 1 ce. of the vaccine directly 
into the brain, the most severe test possible. 

The cynomolgus monkeys, which are especially susceptible to 
muscular injections, get a massive dose—1l0 times what a child 
receives—in the arm and hip muscle. For a month these monkeys 
are watched for any symptoms of polio. Then they are sacrificed 
and the brains and spinal cords go to Eli Lilly’s director of biolog- 
ical research, Pathologist C. G, Culbertson. Dr. Culbertson goes 
over every specimen, trying to find the slightest sign of cell damage 
from polio. If he can find any sign at all. the vaccine is out. 


An exasperating expert 


R. CULBERTSON,” says a colleague, “is an exasperatingly con- 

servalive man. If you saw a yellow convertible and said to him, 
“Nice yellow car, “he'd say, ‘Yellow on this side, anyway. ’ Exasper- 
ating—but that’s exactly what you need in this business.” 

After the monkey safety test the vaccine is clear—except that 
before it is put into vials it goes through another sterility test for 
bacteria and fungus, and after it is put into vials it goes through 
a third sterility test, and then it gets an identity test to prove that 
it is polio vaccine and finally it gets a “routine” safety test on 
guinea pigs and mice. 

The vaccine that took only 10 days to get to the inactivation 
stage and about another 15 days to get through inactivation has 
been subjected to a minimum of 90 days of tests. Each finished 
lot of vaccine now has 15 to 30 pages of paper attached to it—the 
“manufacturer's protocol” which certifies that every step, every 
test has been performed exactly as required. 

After the vaccine has passed all the tests and the protocol has 
been completed, it must still be submitted to the National Insti- 
tutes of Health for final testing and approval. 

Since Eli Lilly and Company went into production more than 
a year ago for last summer’s big test, most of the men responsible 
for the program have had to spend at least part of their nights and 
weekends at the plant making certain that the rigid requirements 
are met. But every rbody expects this when something as vital as a 
new mass vaccine goes into production, As one Lilly man said 
with a shrug, ° ‘You don’t have any choice. It’s got to be right.”

PAINTERS SHOW WOEFUL SIDE OF SOVIET LIFE 


When the third postwar All Soviet Union art show opened not long ago 
at Moscow's Tretyakov Gallery, a periodical of the Ministry of Culture 
proclaimed its theme as “the joy and happiness of the Soviet people's 
peaceful life.” But judging from some of the most popular paintings in 
the exhibition, Russians lead exasperatingly joyless lives. As the artists 
portrayed them, willful wives tear into their husbands for respecting 
government authority, conscientious party members are sneered at by 


their comrades for trying to do their best, and young farm workers are 
harassed by strong-armed country girls. 

In aiming for what they consider socialist realism, Soviet artists re- 
cently have steered away from heroic Bolshevik scenes and figures and are 
larding their work with melodramatic soap opera plots. Although critics 
complained about the quality of the paintings, Soviet propagandists were 
happy to see the artists preacning good old-fashioned Communist morals.

U.S. Steel’s hoss retires at industry high point 


The American steel industry last week had reached an all-time production 
record, haying yielded an estimated 2,328,000 tons in seven days. At this 
high point, the boss of the biggest steelmaker stepped out of his job. Go- 
ing before a stockholders’ meeting on the day before his 65th birthday, 
Benjamin F. Fairless announced his retirement as board chairman and 
chiel executive officer ot U.S. Steel, As he quit, his company's produc- 
tion. a third of the country’s output, was greater than the entire produc- 
tion of steel in the U.S.S.R. The impressive achievements of the whole 
industry were brought about by technical advances, shown on the next 
pages, which Fairless has seen take place in his own time as a steel man.

REMOTE CONTROL REPLACES THE TONGS 


When Ben Fairless was a toddler in the frame house of his Welsh coal 
miner father in Pigeon Run, Ohio, steel milling processes were almost 
primitive compared with those of today. To make sheet steel, a sweltering 
operator fed hot steel into a mill and pushed it back and forth with tongs 
(above) until it was flattened to the desired thickness. In a working day 
a hand mill could produce only a few tons. Today (right) the operator sits 
at a comfortable distance watching a continuous belt of precision-rolled 
steel on a television screen as the metal moves through the mill at 25 
mph. This strip mill, in a U.S. Steel plant, averages 3,100 tons per shift. 
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SHOVEL YIELDS 10 THE SUPER STOKER 


When Fairless was a schoolboy selling Cleveland newspapers in Justus, 
Ohio, some steel mills still used the hand-shoveling method to load the 
open-hearth furnaces that refine raw iron into steel. It was a slow and 
risky process (above) that wasted much heat because the furnace doors 
were kept open so long. Today (right) the operator sits behind a glass 
shield at the controls of a charging car, a mammoth tractorlike machine 
that lifts and thrusts into the furnace huge pans of ingredients that 
shuttle in on a track. This Inland Steel Company charging car can lift 
20 tons and ean fully charge a mammoth furnace in an hour and a half. 


HOT ROLLING IS HANDLED IN AIR-COOLED COMFORT 


When Ben Fairless, a young civil engineer, got 
his first steel job helping construct a new Cen- 
tral Steel Co. plant on the outskirts of Massil- 
lon, Ohio in 1913, the structural beams used 
in the building had been made in a cumber- 
some, protracted process. Working in searing 
heat, like the men above, the operators guided 
steel chunks, called “blooms,” back and forth 
through rollers that shaped them into beams. 


By 1939 a blooming mill could turn out about 
6,000 tons a day. Below is a step in the process 
used today in the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Co.'s East Chicago, Ind. plant. While the op- 
erator watches beside a dial in an air-cooled 
control booth, the machine swiftly forms in- 
ots into steel slabs that will be finished in 
another rolling process. This machine yields 
about 7,200 tons during a normal working day,

ENGINEER GIVES WAY TO FORMER SCHOOLTEACHER 


From the outset of his steel career Ben Fair- 
less displayed a mastery of production details 
and a skill at handling men. At Central Steel, 
where he attracted the attention of his supe- 
riors by managing a company baseball team 
that won a league pennant, he became a crack 
salesman. At 36 he was the company presi- 
dent. Seven years later he joined U.S. Steel as 
president of a subsidiary and in 1938 became 
president of the parent company, 

Tough or diplomatic when the need was 
present, he delegated authority to his subordi- 
nates, replaced them if they didn’t do the job. 
When he retired as chairman, there was some- 
one ready to take over, U.S. Steel General 
Counsel Roger M. Blough, 51, onetime school- 
teacher and son of a Pennsylvania farmer.

People have always liked to eat fresh asparagus, but gardeners have not 
always liked to grow it because too much work was involved. Standard 
instructions for making an asparagus bed always began: “Dig a trench 12 
inches deep. . .”” at which point the gardener decided to crow something 
easier. Now the work of some garden experiments brings good news for 
gourmets with gardens: asparagus gets along perfectly well if planted in 
sensibly shallow rows only an inch deep. 

Star ling right now by planting seed, a light picking of asparagus can 
be had in two years. Starting with year- ald plants, a small crop can be 
harvested next spring. If fertilized and mulched, shallow asparagus 
should last 20 years, as long as the deep-planted kind. Another advantage 
of shallow planting is that asparagus can be put in a row beside,other veg- 
etables, or be planted in a flower bed at the back of the border. There, 
after the crop is eaten, the feathery ferns can grow up as decoration.

CONVENTIONAL BED for asparagus should be 12 inches deep, At bottom 
soil should be pulverized and mixed with limestone. Plant crowns 12 inches 
apart, covering with two inches of soil. Trench is filled in as plants grow.

THE COURSE 


On peculiar planet born of 


LL of us possess the power to think crea- 
tively—to produce unusual solutions to 
ordinary and extraordinary problems. But in 
daily practice the great bulk of the knowl- 
edge and training that would help us to solve 
these problems is overlooked or shunted 
aside. Although most people can handle rou- 
tine mental tasks well enough to get along, 
no more than two out of each million, ac- 
cording to one estimate, actually lead truly 
creative lives. 

Only recently have psvchologists begun 
systematically to explore this mysterious 
and vital power of the brain. They have 
finally discovered some of the internal forces 
that stifle it and some of the conditions that 
liberate it. They have learned a little about 
the subtle impulses that we keep stored in 
our cerebral cell-circuits, and a good deal 
more about the “mental blocks” that pre- 
vent most of us from using more than a 
fraction of these impulses at a time. 

Among the few people now using this im- 
portant new knowledge in an attempt to fos- 
ter more complete utilization of the brain’s 
huge store of information is a youngish, en- 
ergetic associate professor at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology named John E. Ar- 
nold. Thus far Arnold’s efforts have been 
limited to a couple of hundred engineering 
students, industrial designers and research 
scientists. But the principles he uses apply 
equally well to thinking in art, government, 
family life or any area in which human be- 
ings face problems and seek to solve them. 

Arnold has created some highly imag- 
inative classroom procedures that he be- 
lieves will give his students genuine expe- 
rience in the techniques of creative think- 
ine, Among the 70 undergraduates who have 
taken his course in the past five years, more 
than a score now hold excellent and impor- 
tant jobs in such firms as General Motors,

psychology and science fiction M.I.T. men are learning new ways to creativity 


International Business Machines, Corning 
Glass and General Electric, and have rolled 
up a remarkable list of original designs for 
everything from a giant earth-moving trac- 
tor to a valuable new surgical instrument. 

Arnold’s teaching habits have been such 
as to shock traditional academicians and 
agitate conservative leaders of the engineer- 
ing profession. Next fall, for instance, he will 
step before a classroom full of undergradu- 
ates in M.I.T. Subject 2.734 (Creative Engi- 
neering) and announce: 

“Uranium has just been discovered in 
ideal concentrations on the Antarctic con- 
tinent, inland of the Luitpold coast on the 
Weddell Sea” (which is totally untrue). 
“Unfortunately, there is a solid sheet of ice 
many hundreds of feet thick covering all the 
land” (which is perfectly true). “You're 
a group of engineers in charge of working 
out the methods cof getting down to, and 
mining, the ore.” This last, of course, is 
also pure make-believe, but it is far more 
likely, Arnold maintains, to stimulate orig- 
inal and creative thought patterns than a 
problem in designing gears for a lawn mow- 
er or making a larger toothpaste tube. 

Even more startling and more stimulating 
to students is the problem for which Arnold 
has become most famous: the case study 
“Arcturus IV.” Arcturus IV is supposed to 
be the fourth planet of a sun known to us as 
the star Arcturus in the constellation Boétes 
(The Herdsman). Since Arcturus is 32 light- 
years (about 192 trillion miles) away, it is 
quite impossible to know if it has planets or 
not: Arcturus IV is Arnold’s own creation. 
Godlike, he shaped it to his own taste, en- 
dowing it with a gravity whose pull is 11 
times as great as that on Earth, an atmos- 
phere consisting entirely of methane (marsh 
gas), great seas of liquid ammonia and tem- 
peratures ranging from —122°F. to —230°F. 


Into this environment Arnold has fitted an 
upside-down-growing plant life, various oth- 
er odd physical features and an intelligent 
race of two-legged creatures descended from 
birdlike ancestors. 

This outlandish stage-set has been created 
for only one purpose: to give Arnold un- 
limited room to pose problems in the design 
of household machinery, autos, clocks, tele- 
phones, harvesting equipment and cigaret 
lighters, secure in the knowledge that his 
students will be forcibly unshackled from 
bonds of habit and tradition. 

Specifically, Arnold wants to give his stu- 
dents practice in liberating their minds from 
mental blocks—those faulty switching ar- 
rangements among our gray cells that not 
only cause us to bypass perfectly useful 
ideas but often to come up with completely 
irrelevant ones. 


Case of the unused ice water 


EVERAL of the more common types of 
blocks have been identified and defined 

by psychologists’ experiments. For example, 
some college students were once given the 
task of getting a ping-pong ball out of the 
bottom of a deep and rusty pipe that had 
been bolted upright to the floor. In the room 
with the pipe the students found hammers, 
pliers, rulers, soda straws, strings, bent pins 
and an old bucket of dirty wash water. After 
fishing vainly with the various tools, most 
of the students finally saw a solution: they 
poured the dirty water into the cylinder and 
floated the ball to the top. Then the experi- 
ment was repeated on other students with 
one important change: instead of the bucket, 
there was a crystal pitcher of fresh ice water 
surrounded by shining goblets on a table 
with a gleaming white cloth. Not one student 
solved the problem, because not one could

connect the beautiful pitcher and its clean 
water with the rusty pipe. This was a mental 
block in its simon-pure laboratory form. 

A psychologist in Germany named Karl 
Duncker used another problem to demon- 
strate a different type of block. “Make four 
equal-sided triangles using six matches,” 
he would tell his subjects as he laid the 
matches on the table before them. Most of 
the subjects only shuffled and reshuffled the 
matches on the surface of the table, grad- 
ually becoming convinced that the problem 
was insoluble. Finally, though, a few of them 
realized that Duncker had never said the 
matches must lie in the same plane. These 
few immediately put the matches together in 
a tetrahedron, the three-dimensional figure 
that looks like a pyramid with three ales, 
The others remained frustrated. Having first 
visualized matches in a plane, they were un- 
able to get beyond that preconception. 

C. F. Kettering once defined an inventor as 
“a fellow who doesn’t take his education too 
seriously.” Experimental psychology bears 
him out: training itself can cause mental 
blocking. Professor A. S. Luchins of McGill 
University used a problem analogous to cer- 
tain parlor games. “Here are three jars,” he 
would say. “They hold 21, 127 and 3 cubic 
centimeters respectively, Here is a pitcher 
full of water. Can you measure out 100 ce. 
of water?” 

After some fumbling, the people he tested 
would fill the 127-ce. jar, pour off enough to 
fill the 21-ce. jar, then pour off enough more 
to fill the 3-cc. jar, dump the latter and fill it 
again. This left 100 cc. in the biggest jar 
(127—21—3—3=100). Luchins then gave a 
series of similar problems, all inv olving the 
same general routine of addition and subtrac- 
tion with three jars. The subjects solved 
them all speedily and cheerfully. Then Lu- 
chins slipped in this one: “‘Measure out

20 ec. from three jars of 23, 49 and 3 cc.” The great majority filled 
the 49-ce. jar, poured off 23 cc., then poured off 3 twice to get 20, 
thus sticking to their routine. But the problem could have been 
solved in half as many steps by starting with the 23-cc. jar and 
simply pouring off 3 cc. once. 

Thus we are blocked from creative thought by ways we feel 
about things (the ping-pong ball problem), ways we see things 
(the mate stick problem), and ways we think we ought to go about 
things (the three-jar problem). 

John Arnold, an improbable combination of psychologist and 
mechanical engineer, made a thorough study of such findings in 
his search for a way to teach M.I.T. mechanical engineers to think 
flexibly and broadly. While wondering how on aarth to strip a 
problem of all preconceptions, habits and attitudes, he sudde ‘nly 
thought, ““Why ‘on earth’ at all—why not elsew here?” He need- 
ed a planet all his own, and he thereupon created Arcturus [V 

oul of the void. 

Reading the file on Arcturus IV, one can reconstruct the story 
about as follows: In the year 2951, a certain Gare E. Toff, licensee 

#3470 in the Solar and Galactic Explorers Union, Local 257, 
Saturn Branch, explored the Arcturus region of our galaxy under 
contract to a government trade agency. Approaching the fourth 
planet of this sun, Toff saw a huge city on a vast lev el plain. 

After sampling the atmosphere, he landed. We are not told how 
he bolstered himself against the methane “air.” the crushing gravi- 
ty, or the terrible cold, but obviously he must have had a fine anti- 
grav exploration suit. The inhabitants who flocked out to meet him 
moved like figures in a slow-motion film. Less than five feet tall, 
they were spindly things who walked on two hoofed legs. often 
helping themselves along on their long thin arms. Covered with 
feathery fur, and having beaked faces ‘with three eyes, including 
one with X-ray vision, the Methanians (as they c valled themselv ex) 
were nonflying deccondaita of a birdlike race. Toff reported that he 
found them intelligent and extremely friendly, but that their cul- 
ture was not far advanced. Probably their most intriguing aspect 
was their need for manufactured products of many sorts, for which 
they were prepared to pay well in uranium and platinum. 

In following months, the Terran Exporting Counsel Headquar- 
ters gathered much more data and made it available to Massachu- 
setts “Intergalactic Traders, a design and manufacturing company. 
The files al these two organizations give intriguing details of 
Methanian life: the Methanian pulse beats only five times a min- 
ute: the Methanians are monogamous, devoted, placid and tre- 
mendously patient: the young are born in eggs and maturity takes 
one of their long years (equal to 50 of our ; own): they count by 
sixes instead of 1 tens because they have three- fingered ‘ *hands.”’ 
Their chief work is agriculture and food- eathering is a terrible 
problem because the ground is so hard, the Methanians’ bones so 
fragile, and because all the plants grow upside-down, their roots in

ARCTURUS continuen 


Of most interest to Massachusetts Intergalactic Traders, hoy 
ever, is the fact that Arcturus IV is a salesman’s paradise. And th 
is where the students come in—they must design consumer goo 
for the Methanians. So that science-fiction will not make hash | 
education, Arnold cautions students to stick to 20th Centur 
materials and techniques: no slick talk of some 30th Century sul 
stance called “hyperglarb.” 

After Arnold turns the students loose on the problem, groups 
them go into huddles in the Creative Engineering Laboratory, the 
start digging up material in the library or go calling on various 
perts at M.I.T. to get special information. In three or four week 
each student conceives, designs and reports on some one produc 
that he thinks the Methanians could use. 

Until the arrival of Earthmen, for instance, Methanians had ke 
track of the gahlos, bahlos and nahlos in their long day (159 earthl 
hours) by means of publie whistle signals, every bahlo on the bahle 
Student Bob Hollenbach decided to introduce timekeeping int: 
the Methanian home. 

Hollenbach believed that Methanians, never having seen a cloc! 
before, would find it simpler if they could read off gahlos, bahlo 
and nahlos on three separate dials rather than all on one dial. H. 
designed a gear train that would turn the three individual hands a 
precisely the right speeds for Methanian time units and a moto 
adapted to the three-cycle-per-second AC available on Arcturus IV 
All in all, he spent 40 or 50 hours on the clock and during this time 
used mental circuits he never knew he had. 

Other students have designed such items as a stereo-viewe 
adapted to the three-eyed Methanian face, a food. digger for the 
upside-down crops, a food-mixer for the slow and weak Methaniar 
female and lounge chairs suited to the improbable Methaniar 
bone structure, 

Next Arnold challenged his students to design a means of trans 
portation for the Methanians. There were two problems: Methani 
an roads were crude and Methanian reaction times about a fifth a: 
fast as our own. Two factions promptly developed among the stu 
dents: Some argued for safe, slow cars that wouldn’t put the 
Methanians in undue jeopardy. Others believed that the Arcturiar 
motorist should zoom into the 30th Century as fast as possible. 
even if a few birdlike bones did get broken. 

The most successful design, as judged by both outsiders ane 
Arnold, was turned in by student Austin Baer. Although conserva. 
tive in conception, it was totally unorthodox in design. Musing or 
Methanian physique and psychology, Baer remembered that Me. 
thanians are born in eggs. Why not a moving egg for an auto? The 
long arms and legs of a “Methanian would fit nicely into an upright 
egg, and the car’s equilibrium could be maintained by putting 
heavy weights in the bottom of it, on the principle of one of those 
toys that can be pushed over yet always rights itself.

labsburg-Lothringen could have settled for a smaller, lighter elec- 
ric motor. Instead he did some creative thinking and completely 
separated the motor from the drill. The motor goes on the floor 
nside a handsome three-wheeled casing: with the: faut operated 
rake released it can be towed about from place to place. A flexible 
able connects the motor to a light drill, which is all the hobbyist 
iolds. To keep the Methanian from damaging his own slow-moving 
slaws, Habsburg-Lothringen put two electric switches on the han- 
lle, both of which must be pressed simultaneously to make the 
lrill work, thus safeguarding the Methanian hobbyist’s hands. 

During laboratory sessions Arnold wanders about listening, en- 
-ouraging and asking questions. He seldom criticizes or offers guid- 
nee at this point because he believes that premature evaluation 
hrottles creative thought. “It’s easier to tone down a wild idea 
than to tone up a dull one,” he says. “You have millions of poten- 
ial circuits waiting in your brains—try to plug in on as many as 
you can without having a conscience or judgment say ‘no’ before 
he idea is even formed or reformed.” Edison, he tells them, used 
o say he would “try anything, even Limburger cheese,” in build- 
ng anew machine. In actual fact, he unashamedly tried 6,000 dif- 

ferent plant and » ‘luding Limburger cheese— 
vefore finding a sod filament for his early lamps. 

‘For the individual to find himself in an atmosphere where he 
is not being evaluated . . . is enormously freeing,” says Univer- 
sity of Chicago psychologist Carl Rogers. Since there is no such 

thing as a “‘correct”’ answer to any design problem on Arcturus IV, 

|Arnold’s students get a chance to think freely toward goals of their 
own choosing. They learn to stir up their own minds until they 
reach that wonderful moment when, intuitively and mysteriously, 
a new notion pops into consciousness. 

Such is the serious purpose behind the seemingly adolescent 
‘ching of the Arcturus IV project and other case studies Arnold 
uses. If any proof were needed that these improbable settings do 
ac easily serve their purpose superbly, it could be found during the 
two-week seminars that Arnold has given these past two summers 
ito successful design engineers and research men from General 
Motors, Bell Telephone Laboratories, The Texas Company, RCA 
and a score of other notable American corporations. The seminars 
are part of a program of similar ones started some years ago by 
M.I.T. Almost without exception the engineers who work with 
Arnold have enthusiastically thrown themselves into the Arcturus 
problem and afterward said that it has sent them back to their jobs 
with revitalized powers of creativity. 

These men have busily and happily planned fuel systems and 
engines for the Eggomobile, designed a compartmented ‘conference 
room where earthlings and Methanians could each sit in their own

Further approval of Arnold’s contribution has been given ly 
General Motors, which has asked him this spring to conduct ¢ 
series of seminars for its designers and engineers at the GM Tech 
nical Center in Detroit and whose AC Spark Plug division has se 
up a creative engineering program under his guidance. 

Despite such enthusiasm among those who have actually hac 
contact with him, Arnold’s seemingly farfetched methods have 
made him suspect in the eyes of some academic colleagues ani 
some of the engineering profession. Like other naturally flamboy 
ant members of his naturally sober calling, Arnold is regularly 
accused of theatricalism and_publicity- seeking. Such criticisn 
reached a height when his own account of Arcturus [V appeared 
in Astounding Science Fiction magazine a couple of years ago. 

“| personally feel the Arcturus Project and similar case studies 
are an excellent teaching device,” says Dean of Engineering C. 
Richard Soderberg, “but ours is a conservative profession and there 
are many who think of Arnold’s course as a publicity stunt. But | 
feel he successfully gives the student a chance to express his entire 
personality in his designs. This makes him genuinely creative, not 
just a prettifier of details.” 

Inevitably, though, some students, unable to resist the more 
whimsical angles, have caused the Arcturus project to get a little 
out from under Arnold’s thumb. When he assigned the problem of 
increasing food production on the planet, for instance, one group 
seized upon his mention of a rodent that ate the Methanians’ 
underground fruit. In deciding to attack the rodent instead of 
developing harvesting machines, as some of their classmates were 
doing, these students were thinking creatively, and Arnold dared 
not stop them. They had to have a description of the rodent’s habits 
before going after it, and immediately created the “tartibbar,” a 
thing reminiscent of both rat and rabbit but which, like its name, 
goes backward. With its special tail it drills a hole in the eround 
and backs along through the soil. Only after having developed this 
reasonably unreasonable creature could the students go about get- 
ting rid of it. “I’ve lost control,” says Arnold. “The planet has a 
life of its own by now.” 

Last year, when two students suggested a change from the high- 
gravity, methane-atmosphere problems of Arcturus to those of a 
low-gravity, no-atmosphere environment, Arnold readily agreed. 
He felt that things had probably gone far enough on Arcturus, and 
he didn’t want to rein in his students’ fantasies. They went ahead 
and created the problem that has since been used along with, and 
sometimes in place of, Arcturus [V. Much less advanced in time

John Arnold is uniquely qualified to effect the union of psycho! 
ogy and technology that is Creative Engineering. Now 42, he orig 
inally studied psychology at the University of Minnesota; and di 
a special study of rats. When he graduated in 1934 the market fo 
psychologists was exceedingly slow. Arnold was forced to ente 
heavy industry; to be precise, he took a job as night watchman in 
an oil plant. Each night, to pass the time, he spent hours reading 
the private technical reports and letters on the president’s des 
(“Why start any lower?” asks Arnold) and became so intrigue: 
with engineering that after a while he bought a share of a garage. 
There he picked up enough practical knowledge to talk himsell 
into a job as assistant designer in a small company making indus; 
trial machinery. (The night before going to work he hastily read ¢ 
book on drafting to conceal his basic ignorance.) 

When the boss designer was away one week, Arnold cut loose. 
designed a totally new kind of variable-speed drive mechanism and 
had a model of it made up. At the last moment he got worried and 
tried to check the mechanism’s characteristics mathematically be. 
fore pulling the switch. His shaky mathematics repeatedly brought 
him to the same dismal answer: centrifugal force would make the 
device disintegrate. In actual fact it did no such thing and was a 
highly successful design. Arnold decided that if he was going to 
design things he had better learn why they worked as well as how. 
He packed his bags for M.LT., where he went through a five-yeat 
course in three years, got his master’s degree and emerged as ¢ 
properly qualified mechanical engineer. 

In 1942 he accepted M.I.T.’s offer to join its mechanical engi- 
necring department and presently was entrusted with courses in 
machine and product design. From the beginning he felt there was 
a great fallacy in the way “design was being taught. Students were 
stuffed full of subject matter, then given “problems” in which 
all the conditions were specified and to which there could be but 
one correct answer. 

Arnold’s first truly creative problem resulted directly from a 
very prosaic problem of his own—gum trouble. The ailment in- 
spired him to seek a design for a “dental mobilometer’’—an un- 
specified kind of device that would measure the rigidity or looseness 
of teeth in the human head to check the effectiveness of gum 
treatments. At Arnold’s request, research men at Tufts College

ie school worked out the basic concepts. Arnold’s students 

ageled each other’s teeth, pored over dental encyclopedias and 
rediien designs that would enable dentists to handle the equip- 
ment easily. Their work was favorably appraised by a jury of 
dentistry prof essors. 

At the end of the semester Arnold’s students voted unanimously 
for many more such case studies. Arnold began to remodel the 
course, until after several years it was no longer known as Product 
Design but as Creative Engineering, and had become the core of a 
program of half a dozen courses embodying similar principles and 
comprising one of the most exciting experiments in pedagogy in 
the country. 

Arnold himself is known for his indiscriminate fascination with 
practically everything. Not only does he teach, lecture to groups of 
industrial designers and do outside design jobs for various firms, 
but he simultaneously finds time to design and build miniature 
railroads in his basement, play tennis with his own two children 
and neighboring teen-agers, run a power cultivator over his fields 
in Wenham, Mass., herd and tend his own sheep, play the violin, 
read most of the new books on psychology, semantics and philoso- 
phy and serve as chairman of the town school board. 

It is not easy to assess the practical value of Arnold’s teachings 
because all but a few dozen graduates are still in military service. 
The records of those who are working professionally, however. 
seem to give impressive proof that - denold's methods have helped. 
At Corning Glass, Robert Hollenbach has helped to develop a ma- 
chine that automatically makes small electronic capacitors and an- 
other that automatically polishes TV panels. For General Electric,

More than just bigger shovels 


RNOLD still feels that most individuals and firms are far too 
inhibited in the matter of using their creative resources. ““An 
engineer from a big steam shovel outfit was in here recently,” he 
says. “Was very proud of ‘improvements’; in 30 years-his shovels 
had gone from one-third-of-a-yard capacity to many times that 
amount. [ finally told him I thought his outfit hadn’t had a really 
creative idea in all those years. Anybody can gradually make a ma- 
chine bigger. Real improvement would be some totally new way 
to move earth—something not even remotely akin to the shovel.” 
All too much of the world’s effort goes into merely making 
shovels bigger, Arnold believes. nie cites another example: “Many 
areas are faced with water shortages. Almost all of the work done 
on this front concerns itself aah ways to provide more water— 
but nobody asks how we use the water. In actual fact, as Buck- 
minster Fuller points out, we use 100 gallons per capita every day 
—only one gallon of which is essential to our vital processes. The} 
rest is just to wash ourselves and our possessions, and then to act 
as a kind of vast, inefficient conveyor system to carry dirt and 
rubbish down on a long trip to the sea. Perhaps we could clean 
many things better without water, or perhaps we could separate 
the dirt from the water without shipping all the water back to sea. 
In either case we might find completely different and better 
answers to the problem.” 

The machinery by which we put thoughts into writing is like- 
wise in need of an overhaul, he feels. Human beings think at a 
rate that Arnold roughly estimates at between 600 and 1,200 words 
per minute, yet even a superb typist can put only a 10th that 
much on paper. To make writing as fast as speech or thought will 
call for a completely new sy stem of symbols and a new way of 
communicating them. Arnold has not tried to work out any actual 
devices himself, but he is perfectly certain some could and should 
be thought up. 

Arnold’s greatest impatience stems from mankind’s obvious 
everyday tahun to apply a few principles of creative thinking to 
its most immediate problems. In the relationships between hus- 
bands and wives there are often mental blocks that prevent a bet- 
ter adjustment. Parents frequently become set in child-rearing 
habits that fail to keep up with their offspring’s changing needs. 
In our control of economic matters, in our methods of handlin 
the mentally ill, in our approach to the terrible problems of inter- 
national tensions, we are all too often trapped by mental short 
circuits akin to those that beset people on the ping-pong ball 
problem, the six-match puzzle and the three-jar routine.
